Thrown Brick Landed 


An 
ancient 
Sumenan library 
of j 


cuneiform tablets has been found bj 
the simple expedient of throwing a 
brick on a spot on the side of a hill 
under which the library has lain hid- 
den for centuries. 
The discovery was 


made by Professor Langdon, the Amer- 
ican-born Oxford assynologist, who is 
directing the AVeld-Bruncrell expedition 
excavations at the ruins of die Bab}- 
lonian city of Kisli, near Bagdad 


The disco^er.^ of tlie hbiarj oc- 


curred just In time to stop the prep 
arations for the suspension of tlie 
excavating work, for it was the opin 
ion of the leaders of the expedition 
that the library had been destrojed 
with other missing sections of the 
city. 


"I was convinced," said Professor 


Langdon in writing of the discovery. 
"that if still existing a certain

brary lay on tlie western side of » 
certain mound and I dug there va>n 
ly for weeks.

brary was there disturbed my mind 
and even haunted my sleep.

A visit to the clinic and a consulta- 
tion with the specialist in attendance 
may show matters in an entirely dif- 
ferent light and lead to a solution of 
the difficulty. 


In the case of the mentally de- 


ficient, segregation and education 
have been tound to be the most im- 
portant measures to be followed but i 
if all mental defectives who are ati 
large were segregated the expense, 
\vould bs so great that it would bej 
impracticable. 


Early training of these individuals j 


should, be started during childhood! 
and very successful results have been ! 
attained. By proper training a level! 
of intelligence or behavior can be, 
reached where such people are able j 
to remain in the community, become 
self supporting and get along without 
any difficulty. 
| 


In the same manner many people 


n-ho are somewhat queer and eccen-i 
trie or show peculiar mental ideas 
can be helped to adjust themselves to 
ordinary conditions and become use- 
ful members of society. 


The 
establishment 
of 
clinics 


throughout the state like the one at 
Kingston is the airc of the State Hos- 
pital Commission. They are held in 
the various districts in which the 
state hospitals are located and the 
staff physicians who attend have a 
large experience in mental disorders, 
and are competent to advise the 
proper measures to be followed. 


All efforts are directed toward re- 


lief or cure and special attention is 
directed toward the occurrence of the 
initial mental attack. 


These clinics should be a great 


benefit to the community as a place 
where information can readily be ob- 
tained in regard to measures which 
may be applied in the case of friends 
or relatives who may need institution- 
al or home care.

48 per cent of its lightning directed 
toward 
the earth 
whereas 
the 


more dangerous storm has 75 per 
cent .of its lightning confined bo the 
clouds. 


The investigations 
showed that 


,k 1922 the average fire-starting 
storm had fifty-one per cent of its 
lightning 
striking 
while 
other 


storms had only 
35 per cent. It 


was found that six 
hours elapsed 


before the discovery of sixty-five per 
cent of the fires set. As thunder can

' The president of a southern collet* 
recently advised his students not to" 
consider matrimony on a salary of 
less than $4,000 a j ear. The students 
In this case were not drawn from large 
cities,', where living costs are at their 
highest, but from the country, -and 
small towns or cities. They were re- 
cruited, howerer, as a rule from well- 
to-do families. 


It naturally might be expected that; 


the youths of the large or so-oalled 
fashionable' colleges would consider 
marriage unjustified except on a much 
larger income. 


The conclusions reached by the stu- 


dents of household economics in this 
respect will be read with interest by 
the great mass of housekeepers. With 
characteristic academic thoroughness 
the cost of maintaining a home la the 
country or city has been calculated to 
the penny. 


The rent is set down At a fixed per- 


centage of the income. 
Allowances 


are duly made for food, clothes, edu 
cation and amusements. The figures 
mathematically are correct. 


According to these students of eco- 


nomics, marriage is not Justified on a 
salary of less than $40 a week and 
few in some colleges would tal^e a 
chance at less. 


It is interesting to note In this con- 


nection, however, that more than 1,- 
000,000 marriages took place la Amer- 
ica last year.

It was ninety-one years ago today 


that 
the 
immortal 
hymn, "Lead 


Kindly Light," was first sung, and 
the singer was a boatman on an o^- 
ange boat becalmed in the Mediter- 
ranean off the 
island 
of Caperra; 


this was June 16. 1S33. John Henrv 
Newman, afterwards the great cardi- 
nal, was a passenger on the boat. 
Ill in body and mind, he was idling 
in the Mediterranean in the hops of 
recovering his health. 
He was espe- 


cially depressed on 
that 
day when 


the orange boat was becalmed, and 
so sought to soothe his spirits by 
composing a hymn. 
The result \vaf 


"Lead Kindly Light." 
The compo- 


sition occupied but a few hours, and 
the boatman, who spoke English and 
was possessed 
or a line 
voice, was 


asked to sing it. As the day melted 
into darkness breeze sprang up and 
becalmed voyagers were guided by 
the kindly lights along the Caperra 
shore into a safe harbor. 
The com- 


poser, with health restored, soon re- 
turned to England, and became a 
leader in the Oxford movement until 
in 1845 he went over to the Roman 
Catholic Church, 
which 
later re- 


warded his ability and devotion by 
bestowal of the red hat. 


DESIKEE CLARY. 


"Hell hath no fury like ft woman 


scorned." 
Even the great Xapoleon 


Bonaparte lived to learn the truth of 
this saying. The woman in the case 
was Deslree Clary, whom the Corsl- 
can jilted when he became infatuat- 
ed with Josephine De Beauharnais.
